Must Rely on Germans. 


The Austrians seem to have only 
enough men to hold the Russians in 
check and evidently are unable to 
make an effective counter stroke from 
Buckowina. 
Therefore, their

they did when the invaders had reach- 
ed a point further south in Hungary 
than they have gained this time. On 
that occasion an Austro-German force 
attacked 
the Russian flank in the 
country south of Cracow and threat- 
ened its 
lines 
of communication, 
quickly bringing about a retreat. A 
similar 
movement might not be at- 
tempted now, but its chances of suc- 
cess probably would not be as great 
as before for the Russian positions 
are now heavily entrenched and pre- 
sumably could only be dislodged at 
cost of heavy losses for the attackers.

and shelter, 10 
walk'to the-nearest point on the rail- 
road from wHch they could gel back 
to the capital.

Jose today. 
The recital of the dangers to which 
the president was subjected, made a 
deep impression on his countrymen 
and he was given a rousing reception 
as he drove through the streets of 
the city. 


MOBILIZING ORDER

Decree Gives Authority

The Over Seas news agency quotes 
the Neue Zuricher Zeitung as saying 
that two French aviators during a 
night flight over Strassburg dropped

TO NAVIGATION SOON 


Active Preparations..for Spring Ship- 


pins Season Under Way'at 


Northern Ports.

Active preparations for the'opening of 
navigation are in 
evidence at this 
port. 
The lighthouse tender Clover, 
steam'ed up -today and broke a great 
deal of harbor ice without much 
trouble. The Canadian canal is reauy 
for the first boat at any time. A tel- 
egram received from Lighthouse-keep- 
er Carlson at White Fish gives the 
.condition there as follows: 


Ice Field Moves Off. 
"The ice field in 
Lake Superior 
moved off about ten miles. The ice 
in the bay below the point is getting 
soft, but still intact. It is very tough 
for a distance of two miles below the 
point." 
Conditions in the lower riyer also 
are becoming more favorable. Weath- 
er is improving and has been warm 
for the last two days with indications 
of further wanner temperature. 
Navigation Posible Soon. 
Duluth, Minn., April S.—Tee in St. 
Louis bay, Duluth, is honey-combed 
and there are wide stretches of open 
water. Duluth boat crews have been 
able to race over a mile course dur- 
ing the week. 
The solid formation, 
though mostly down near the Su- 
•perior entry, is 27 inches thick. Tugs 
have broken through this thick ice in 
places. .It. is believed another week 
of the present mild weather will open 
St. Xouis bay to navigation. Steam- 
ers continue loading grain and shift- 
ing to elevators. 
Lake Superior ice remains 
firm 
from Duluth eastward for about fif- 
teen miles or so. It is about fifteen 
inches thick and apparently not soft- 
ening to a great extent. Bayfield has 
only six to twelve inches of ice soft 
and spongy. Port Arthur reports 20 
inches for twelve miles with an ice- 
breaker opening a channel. .

IN MAIL PAY CASE 


Railway Mall Cases Involve Po»tm«». 


ter General The Right To 


Set Pay.

Washington, April 8.—The govern; 


ment brief was riled today in supreme 
court'by Assistant-Attorney General 
Houston Thompson in the so-called 
railway mail 
pa.y cases, 
which in- 


volved $35,000,000 and effects eighty 
railroads. 
The cases involve the right of post- 
Jiaster general to change rne method 
in adjusting railway mail pay. Prev- 
ious to 1907 mail was paid for annu- 
ally on the basis o£ an estimate made 
by actual weighing for 105 days, ana 
the total by 90. This was known as 
the 6tli day divisor. After July 1, 1907, 
the whole number of days- was used 
as a divisor and this became known. 
as the 7t)i day divisor. The effect 
was to reduce the aggregate compen- 
sation of the railroad about one-sev- 
enth. In the brief filed today the gov- 
ernment maintained that the only re- 
striction placed upon the postmaster 
general by statute was he must keep 
within a maximum compensation ana 
weight of mail for periods not less 
than ninety days. Otherwise he was 
at liberty to exercise his discretion. 
It argues also that the railroads hav- 
ing carried mail under the order of 
the postmaster 
general substituting 
the latter method of weighing, cannot 
now recover damages. The circuit 
court decided In favor of the govern- 
ment, but the roads appealed.

fighting zone. 


Claim Victory. 

Advices to the Villa agency tiere 
said the Carranza forces under Gen- 
eral Herrera bad been routed at Lam- 
pazos and retreated in disorder to- 
ward Nuevo Laredo.

MeMagea Between Russia and 


Austria Continue to Be

Rome, April 8.—Italy's failure to 


enter the war up to the present tima 
is explained in official circles as due 
to the fact that the country's states- 
men do not wish to Dlunse the nation 
into the enormous risks .of war with- 
out first exhausting every possible 
means of obtaining what ihe people 
desire'without recourse to arms. It 
Is pointed out that in the meantime 
Italy is gaining every dav in military 
strength and in economic resources, 
by postponing her entrance into the 
conflict. 


Official reports received here from 
European capitals are said to agre« 
In the statement that the suprem* 
clash between the allies on one sld» 
and Austro-German armies on th« 
other, which originally seems certain, 
to take place in May, will be post- 
poned until'June or even later. 
Turk Envoy* In Rome. 
Caraseo Effendi and MIdhat Bey, 
the first a member of the Turkish, 
chamber of deputies, and second a 
former secretary of the Turkish com- 
mittee of union and progress, are at 
present in Rome. They deny havinff 
any special mission, but it is recalled 
they appeared here on the eve of the 
negotiations leading to peace between 
Italy and Turkey. 
. Referring to the Dardanelles, these- 
two Turks todav expressed conviction 
that they could not be forced even 
•with a powerful army.' They describe 
the economic situation of the Turkish, 
people as excellent, and dented tha 
current reports that Germany is nil- 
ing Turkey.

BANKRUPTS ALL. 


"Monsieur Ribot, the French minis- 


ter 
of finance, announced in 
the 


French chamber of deputies that at 
these rates France's total war ex- 
penditure to the end of March would 
be 
about 
P.400,000.000 
francs, 
or 


roughly, $1.800,000,000, 
a 
daily ex- 


penditure of $7,000,000. Of this sum, 
4,600,000,000 francs had 
been 
ad- 


vanced by the Bank of France, and 
3,862.000.000 had been advanced by 
the public on national bonds of vari- 
ous kinds; hence, the balance must 
have been provided either by the re- 
ceipts of extraordinary taxation or by 
E floating indebtedness. 


"The 
French national debt before 


the war amounted in round figures to 
?6,500,000.000; the departmental debt 
to $200,000.000 and the commercial 
debt to SS90.000.000; a total of $7,- 
GOO.000,000, and to this sum, since the 
beginning of the war to the present 
time, the fresh indebtedness of the 
nation alone will add $1,680,000,000. 


"During the we«k. also, the chan- 


cellor of the British exchequer, Mr. 
J.loyd-Goorge. staled 
to parliament 


that Great Britain's war expenses to 
the first of August, would exceed $3,- 
."00,000.000, which is about, a billion 
more than Mr. Asquith's original esti- 
mate. 
This means a daily expendi- 
ture of $9.S50.000. 


"We arc- without accurate figures of 


the Russian expenditure, and Bel- 
gium's and Serbia's; but it is safe to 
say that the total outlay by the Triple 
Entente and their allies is not far 
from $30,000,000 a day, and of Ger- 
many 
and Austria combined about 


$1-5,000,000, sums so vast that in less 
than three weeks this bill will amount 
to a sum larg-er than the entire inter- 
esi-bearing 
debt 
of 
the 
United 
States." 


These figures, from the Christian 


Herald are so immense that it is diffi- 
cult to grasp their significance. They 
represent only the money paid out, 
but in no way account for the destruc- 
tion of property, which is appalling. 
Bankruptcy is the only word which 
describes it and worse the bankrupt- 
cy confronts the nations involved, for 
the slaughter of human life and the 
.loss of productive energy, will be 
keenly felt for years to come. 


While there is a difference in opin- 


ion in the legislature regarding vari- 
ous matters of legislation of impor- 
tance to the state, one of the strong- 
est combinations' in the field of poli- 
tics has been uncovered by the con- 
solidation of the liquor and the edu- 
cational interests. 
The two factions 


have apparently agreed on trading 
votes on educational matters and the 
normal school lobby can be credited 
with the combination that is strange 
in the history of politics. It will be 
peculiar if some of of the men now 
so closely allied do not hesitate to 
cast a united ballot when matters of 
state interest are being considered.

The pinch of hard times is keenly 


felt, by this class of voters, and many

is a straw which shows the direction 
of the wind, and enough of these 
straws will be in evidence long bei'ore 
the election of 1916 to influence busi- 
ness and aid in restoring confidence. 


Just as soon as it becomes reason- 


ably certain that the republican party 
will be in control, after the next na- 
Tional election, just so soon will idle 
money 
seek investment, 
and the 


wheels of industry will again be in 
motion. 


In our admiration for men like 


Roosevelt and Wilson, we have drift-

Describing the city of Essen, Ger- 
many, and the great Industrial organl 
zation that has made it famous, the 
National Geographic Society in today's 
statement concerning the geography 
of the European war, says: 
"The town of Essen might Just as 
well have been named 'Krupp.' OI 
course, Essen was founded centuries 
before the House of Krupp, but It is 
of very recent growth. It is, In fact, 
a product of the famous flrm. Al- 
most everybody in Essen nowadays 
depends for his livelihood upon the 
flrm of Krupp, and Essen is a town 
of 300,000 population. 
It might also 
be pointed out that while the horizon 
of Essen is about limited by Knij 
steel, the firm extends far beyond the 
limits of the 
city, 
with 
numerous 
branches, iron-ore mines, coal mines, 
smelters, an industrial village bear- 
ing its name, foundries in Berlin and 
other cities, and a shipyard at Kiel. 
"Essen is situated in the heart of 
a rich coal and iron country and upon 
a network of railways that reach to 
all of the chief mining-and industrial 
centers of the Rhineland. 
It is lo- 
cated in the Prussian Rhine province, 
twenty jniles northeast of Duesiel-

, 


for the most part, are substantially 
built and belong to the flrm of Krupp. 
There is, however, a thick atmosphere 
of industrial gloom over the city. It 
looks drab in spite 
of 
paint, and 
cheerless in spite of the vast wealth

single lighter feature to redeem the 
city which has been called into an 
important place in the world by Ger- 
many's greatest, steel flrm. 
"The flrm of Krupp, about which

"The foundation of the Krupp flrm 
at Essen on the Ruhr occurred In the 
year 1812. It was in the first days of 
cast steel, and, at that time, the Eng- 
lish steel industry led the world almost 
to a degree 
of 
monopoly. ' Alfred 
Krupp's works were established for 
the manufacture of cast steel. 
The 
early days of the flrm were days of 
bitter and, apparently, fruitless strug- 
gle. As late as 1848, thirty-six years 
after their foundation, 
the 
Krupp 


works employed only 
seventy men. 
But then the age of railways dawned, 
and cast steel became an important 
article of commerce. About this time, 
too, 
the owner went into the work of 
developing guns, 
and 
his 
factory 


forged the cast steel guns amid whose 
thunder the- empire was forged and 
welded. 


"The founder of the factory died 
before realizing the success of his 
life's venture, and his fourteen year 
old son took up the burden, continu- 
ing the establishment's'slow progress.

Madison, Wis., April 8.—Thit an 
annual appropriation of $100,000 will 
be necessary to provide for new build- 
ings at the southern home for the 
feeble minded at Union Grove is the 
statement contained in a report by 
the state board of control sent to 
each member of the legislature today 
"Even this will not meet theUn- 
creasing demand for the proper segre- 
gation and care of these claases of 
defectives," declares the report. 
The report says that the legislature 


of 1909 recognized that the institu- 
tion at Chippewa Palls 
was over- 
crowded and the legislature of 1913 
appropriated $300,000 for the purchase 
of a site and for the construction of 
the first buildings. 
The site finally 
selected is the location^ near Union 
Grove, on the line 
of the Chicago 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway com- 
pany, seven and one-half miles west 
of Corliss. It comprises 518 acres at 
a cost of ?53,937.50. The report shows 
that an additional eight acres will be 
needed, and if this land cannot be 
purchased at a reasonable price "we 
shall resort to condemnation proceed- 
ings."
